Obama: Begin 
work this year 
on immigration 
reform

work this year on legislation 
overhauling the U.S. 
immigration system, firming 
up his commitment on a key 
priority for Latino voters and 
lawmakers.

Crews prepare to 
take containment 
box into Gulf

PORT FOURCHON, Louisiana (AP) —A 100-ton box designed 
to help funnel out oil spewing from the bottom of the Gulf of 
Mexico was loaded onto a boat Wednesday so it could begin its 
journey to the leak site about 50 miles off the Louisiana coast. 
The giant concrete-and-steel box is seen as the best short-term 
solution to bottling up the disastrous oil spill that threatens 
sealife and livelihoods along the Gulf Coast.

Obama’s comments at a 
Cinco de Mayo celebration at 
the White House reaffirmed 
his long-held support for 
immigration reform. He went 
a step further than he has in the 
past by calling for the work to 
begin this year. 

Latino groups have been 
urging Obama to deliver on 


his campaign promise of 
making immigration reform 
a top priority, with some 
activists and lawmakers in 
the Congressional Hispanic 
Caucus complaining he was 
not doing enough. 

Obama clouded the issue last 
week by saying “there may not 
be an appetite” in Congress 
to deal with another hot- 
button issue immediately after 


grueling fights over health 
care and financial regulation. 
There also may not be 
enough time left on the 
legislative calendar to take 
up a contentious issue with 
midterm elections looming in 
November, but by making the 
commitment Obama may at 
least be able to tell Hispanic 
groups he tried. 

Obama acknowledged 

immigration reform would be 
difficult to achieve and would 
require bipartisan support, 
which is lacking in the Senate 
right now. 

And he made no commitment 
to finishing the process this 
year. 

Nevertheless, he said it was 
the only way to deal with 
the nation’s immigration 
problems. 

“The way to fix our broken 
immigration system is through 
commonsense comprehensive 
immigration reform,” the 
president said. 

“I want to begin work this 
year, and I want Democrats 
and Republicans to work with 
me.” 



Sen. Harry Reid, leader of 
the Democratic majority in 
the Senate, who is up for 
re-election in a state with a 
growing Latino population, 
said recently he wants to 
tackle immigration reform this 
year, although pending energy 
legislation, another divisive 
issue, probably would come 
first. 

Reid released draft 
immigration legislation last 
week with Democratic Sens. 
Charles Schumer and Robert 
Menendez, that urges more 
federal enforcement agents 
and other border security¬ 
tightening benchmarks before 
illegal immigrants could 
become legal U.S. residents. 
Obama praised that proposal 
Wednesday. 

But the one Republican 
who has been willing to 
work with Democrats on the 
issue recently, Sen. Lindsey 
Graham, has balked at moving 
ahead this year. 

The focus is on the Senate 
because House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, also a Democrat, has 
made clear that the Senate 


must act first on immigration 
before she would force her 
Democrats into another tough 
and probably politically 
dangerous vote. 

Again Wednesday Obama 
denounced the law passed in 
Arizona that requires police 
to question people about their 
immigration status if the officer 
had reason to suspect they 
were in the country illegally. 
Some fear the law could lead 
to racial profiling, and Obama 
said federal officials were 
monitoring it for possible civil 
rights violations. 

The president cited the Arizona 
law as a reason for action on 
immigration legislation. 
“Make no mistake, our 
immigration system is broken, 
and after so many years in 
which Washington has failed 
to meet its responsibilities 
Americans are right to be 
frustrated. ... But the answer 
isn’ttoundermine fundamental 
principles that defines us as a 
nation “ Obama said. 
“Comprehensive reform: that’s 
how we’re going to solve this 
problem,” he said.Q 
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NY car bomb suspect believed to act alene

NEW YORK - The Pakistani- 
American accused of the failed 
Times Square car bombing is 
believed to have been working 
alone when he began preparing 
the attack almost immediately 
after returning from his 
native land, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

They said they have yet to 
find a wider link to extremist 
groups. 

Two new surveillance videos 
emerged of the bomb suspect, 
Faisal Shahzad. Police told 
The Associated Press that 
one video shows him in a 
white baseball cap and a dark 
jacket walking away from the 
smoking, bomb-laden Nissan 
Pathfinder parked in the 
bustling heart of New York 
City. 

The second video shows 
him buying a weak batch 
of fireworks in a store in 
Pennsylvania, according to 
the shop’s owner. 

One law enforcement official 
told the AP that authorities 
don’t believe there are any 
other suspects in the plot and 
that several arrests in Pakistan 


in the past two days were not 
related. 

Shahzad faces terrorism 
and weapons charges after 
authorities said he admitted 
rigging the Pathfinder with a 
crude bomb of firecrackers, 
propane and alarm clocks 
based on explosives training 
he received in Pakistan. 
Authorities said he was 
cooperating with investigators 
and did not appear in 
Manhattan federal court for a 
second day. 

Authorities indicated that 
Shahzad, the 30-year-old son 
of a retired air force official 
in Pakistan, had launched 
the bomb plot alone almost 
immediately after returning 
to his Connecticut home in 
February from the visit to his 
native land. 

He did a dry run three days 
before trying to detonate 
the car bomb, said a law 
enforcement official who 
spoke to the AP on Wednesday 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitive nature 
of the investigation. 

Shahzad drove the SUV to 
Times SquarefromConnecticut 
on April 28 apparently to 


figure out where would be the 
best place to leave it later, then 
returned to the area April 30 to 
drop off a different vehicle, a 
black Isuzu, the official said. 
He then went back Saturday 
to leave the SUV with the car 
bomb but forgot the keys for 
both vehicles in the SUV and 
had to take public transit back 
home, the official said. 

He returned to Times Square 
on Sunday with a second set 
of keys to pick up the Isuzu, 
which he had parked about 
eight blocks from the bombing 
site, the official said. 

New York police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly told a Senate panel 
that Shahzad bought the gun 
found in his Isuzu at Kennedy 
Airport in March, when he 
appeared to move ahead on 
the bombing plot. 

“It appears from some of his 
other activities that March is 
when he decided to put this 
plan in motion,” Kelly said. 
“He came back from Pakistan 
Feb. 3, 2010. It may well have 
been an indicator of putting 
something catastrophic in 
motion.”

had not verified statements 
investigators said Shahzad had 
made that he was trained in 
Pakistan for the attack.

was left with him Wednesday. 
He became an overnight 
sensation almost two years 
ago after questioning then- 
Sen. Barack Obama on the 
campaign trail about his 
economic policies. Later, 
McCain repeatedly cited “Joe 
the Plumber” in a debate with 
Obama.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Joe 
the Plumber is plunging into 
party politics. 

Samuel “Joe” Wurzelbacher, 
who was hailed as the voice 
of the common man by 
Republican John McCain’s 
presidential campaign in 
2008, won one of nearly 400 
seats on the local Republican 


Party committee in Ohio’s 
Lucas County. 

But don’t call him Joe the 
Politician just yet. 

The group he’ll serve on 
meets only a few times a year 
to elect the county chairman 
and sets the party agenda. 
Wurzelbacher won the seat 
by a 38-24 vote Tuesday in 
his suburban Toledo precinct. 
A message seeking comment 


let “a bunch of liberal pansies” 
take away their rights. 

“Illegal immigration?” he 
said. “Put a fence up and start 
shooting.” 

Wurzelbacher has never been 
shy about sharing his views 
even if they open him up to 
critics. 

He told Christianity Today in 
an interview last year that he 
believes gays are “queer” and 
said he won’t allow them near 
his children. 


“I’ve had some friends that 
are actually homosexual. And, 
I mean, they know where I 
stand, and they know that I 
wouldn’t have them anywhere 
near my children,” he said. 
“But at the same time, they’re 
people, and they’re going to 
do their thing.” 

He also said that too many 
Republicans use God “to 
invoke sympathy or invoke 
righteousness, but they don’t 
stay the course.’Q

U.S. congressmen pressure 
Japan on custodial rights 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A group of members of Congress are 
seeking a resolution they hope will pressure Japan into closing a 
loophole they say allows American children to be abducted. 
Dozens of American fathers say they have been unable to see 
their children for years because the mothers have fled to Japan 
with their children. 

Japan has refused to sign an international treaty on child 
abduction and allows only one parent to have custody in cases 
of divorce. 

Rep. Jim Moran, a Democrat, and Rep. Chris Smith, a 
Republican, introduced a resolution on Wednesday calling on 
Japan to revamp its child custody laws. 

The Japanese embassy issued a statement saying it is aware of the

BP PLC chief operating office 
Doug Suttles said it would 
take about two days to put it 
precisely on the seafloor. 

“This hasn’t been done before, 
it’s very complex and it will 
likely have challenges along 
the way,” Suttles said. 

The pipes and tubing were to 
be hooked to a ship over the 
weekend, and if successful, 
the oil would eventually be 
brought to shore. 

The boat, a 280-foot vessel 
named the Joe Griffin, was 
expected to start its 100-mile 
trip around the Mississippi 
Delta later Wednesday. 

The box is the latest idea 
engineers from oil giant BP 
PLC are trying after an oil rig 
the company was operating 
exploded April 20, killing 
11 workers. It sank two days 
later. 

Coast Guard Rear Adm. Mary 
Landry cautioned about high 
expections for the containment 
system. 

“So, please, I have to manage 
your expectations and just 
understand that our job is not 


done until this well is sealed, 
until this well is cemented, our 
job is not done 6 til then,” she 
said. 

She also said fires had been lit 
where the oil is heaviest, near 
the area of the accident. 

Crews last set fire to surface 
oil on April 28. A 28-minute 
bum then removed thousands 
of gallons (liters) from 
threatening the coast, but 
weather had not allowed them 
to do it again. Waves and wind 
were calm Wednesday. 

BP capped one of three leaks 
at the well Tuesday night, a 
step that will not cut the flow 
of oil but that BP has said will 
make it easier to help with the 
gusher. BP was operator of 
the rig, which was owned by 
Transocean Ltd. 

Two satellite images taken 
Wednesday morning indicate 
oil has reached the Mississippi 
Delta and the Chandeleur 
Islands off the coast of 
Louisiana. 

It’s not clear whether the oil is 
on shore, but it’s very close, 
said Hans Graber, director 
of the University of Miami’s 
satellite sensing facility. 


U.S. Coast Guard Lt. James 
McKnight said crews 
remained at the Chandeleurs 
on Wednesday after officials 
got a report of oil coming 
ashore, but they have not 
located it. 

“They’re sitting there, 
basically, waiting for the first 
signs of any kind of a sheen to 
touch the islands,” he said. 
Graber said the images also 
show oil drifting south, toward 
the Loop Current, which 
scientists say could carry it 
toward Florida and the Florida 
Keys. The northern edge of 
the current may have already 
picked up some oil. 
Floridaofficialsfearingtourists 
will cancel their vacations are 
trying to quash mmors that 
oil is already washing up on 
beaches there. 

“We are not two or three days 
away from it hitting the shore,” 
said David Halstead, Florida’s 
emergency management chief. 
“The beaches are still open.” 
The Coast Guard said officials 
planned to send out about 
80 vessels from Biloxi and 
Pascagoula, Mississippi, and 
Orange Beach, Alabama,

primarily to handle booming. 
Two Coast Guard cutters 
would also conduct offshore 
skimming operations. Crews 
in Mississippi are picking up 
debris from beaches to make 
cleanup easier if oil comes 
ashore. In all, about 7,900 
people are working to protect 
the shoreline and wildlife, 
and some 170 boats are also 
helping with the cleanup. 
Containment boxes have never 
been tried at this depth — 
about 5,000 feet — because of 


the extreme water pressure. If 
all goes well, the contraption 
could be fired up early next 
week to start funneling the oil 
into a tanker. 

“We don’t know for sure” 
whether the equipment will 
work, BP spokesman Bill 
Salvin said. “What we do 
know is that we have done 
extensive engineering and 
modeling and we believe this 
gives us the best chance to 
contain the oil, and that’s very 
important to us. 
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U.S. senators ask $3.5 billion for Haiti recovery

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
- U.S. senators proposed 
Wednesday to increase 
American aid to Haiti to $3.5 
billion over the next five years 
to help the country emerge 
from the pulverizing blow of 
the Jan. 12 earthquake. 

The proposal introduced 
by senators John Kerry of 
Massachusetts and Bob Corker 
of Tennessee calls for spending 
nearly 25 percent more than 
President Barack Obama had 
said in March was needed to 
rebuild. Kerry is the chairman 
and top Democrat on the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
and Corker is the committee’s 
No. 2 Republican. 

Proponents say the legislation 
is essential to help a country 
of nearly 10 million people 
that saw its capital destroyed, 
government decapitated and 
1.3millionpeoplelefthomeless 


by the magnitude-7 quake. The 
Haitian government estimates 
between 230,000 and 300,000 
people were killed. 

In addition to tripling U.S. 
funding for next year, the bill 
would create a senior Haiti 
policy coordinator, appointed 
by Obama and based in the 
State Department, to oversee 
a program of improving 
governance, economic growth, 
environmental restoration and 
investment in women and 
children. 

The measure includes the 
$1.15 billion pledged in 
March at a United Nations 
donors conference for Haiti, 
plus adds an additional $500 
million a year through 2014, 
on top of other funds already 
pledged by Congress. 

That would raise the total 
money pledged by the 
international community for 
Haiti’s rebuilding to nearly $ 15 


billion, including the money 
pledged by nearly 50 donors 
at the U.N. conference and 
$2.7 billion already pledged 
for humanitarian relief. 

The international aid group 
Oxfam praised the Kerry- 
Corker bill for supporting 
Haitian-expressed needs and 
leadership in the country’s 
rebuilding. But it expressed 
concern that the policy 
coordinator would keep 
development experts from 
effectively organizing the U.S. 
response. 

The money could still be a 
long way off: Even if the bill 
passes the Senate and House, 
its proposals then would have 
to be separately approved by 
congressional appropriations 
committees, which would take 
it up as a contentious midterm 
election approaches. 

Kerry and Corker’s bill is 
the latest in a flurry of Haiti- 
related legislation in recent

weeks.

VIENNA (AP) — The head of 
the U.N. atomic watchdog is 
asking for international input 
on how to persuade Israel 
to join the Nonproliferation 
Treaty, in a move that is 
sure to add to pressure on 
the Jewish state to disclose 
its unacknowledged nuclear 
arsenal. 

In a letter made available 
Wednesday, Yukiya Amano 
asked foreign ministers of 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency’s 151 member 
states to share views on how 
to implement a resolution 
demanding that Israel “accede 
to the” Nonproliferation Treaty 
and throw its nuclear facilities 
open to IAEA oversight. 

The letter was shared with 
The Associated Press amid 
renewed Arab criticism of 
Israel during an international 
conference at U.N. 
headquarters in New York. 
Islamic nations used the second 
day of the nonproliferation 
meeting Tuesday to call for 
a nuclear-free Middle East, 
while criticizing Israel for 
not divulging its nuclear 
capabilities and refusing to 
sign the nonproliferation 


treaty. 

Egypt has proposed that this 
2010 Nonproliferation Treaty 
conference back a plan calling 
for the start of negotiations 
next year on a Mideast free 
of nuclear arms. The proposal 
may become a major debating 
point in the monthlong 
session. 

The U.S. has cautiously 
supported the idea while saying 
that implementing it must wait 
for progress in the Middle East 
peace process. Israel also says 
a comprehensive Middle East 
peace settlement must come 
first. 

Amano’s April 7 letter comes 
seven months after IAEA 
member states at their annual 
conference narrowly passed a 
resolution directly criticizing 
Israel and its atomic program, 
with 49 of the 110 nations 
present backing the document, 
45 against and 16 abstaining. 
The result was a setback not 
only for Israel but also for 
Washington and other backers 
of the Jewish state, which 
had lobbied for 18 years of 
past practice — debate on the 
issue without a vote. It also 
reflected building tensions 
between Israel and its backers 
and Islamic nations, supported 


by developing countries. 

The resolution “expresses 
concern about the Israeli 
nuclear capabilities,” and links 
it to “concern about the threat 
posed by the proliferation 
of nuclear weapons for the 
security and stability of the 
Middle East.” 

The U.S. and its allies consider 
Iran the region’s greatest 
proliferation threat, fearing 
that Tehran is trying to achieve 
the capacity to make nuclear 
weapons despite its assertion 
that it is only building a 
civilian program to generate 
power. 

But Islamic nations insist that 
Israel is the true danger in the 
Middle East, saying they fear 
its nuclear weapons capacity. 
Israel has never said it has 
such arms, but is universally 
believed to possess them. 

The Muslim countries enjoy 
support from developing 
nations. These are critical of 
the U.S. and other nuclear 
weapons nations for refusing 
to disarm, and suspects that 
developed nations are trying to 
corner the market on peaceful 
nuclear technology to their 
disadvantage — themes likely 
to surface not only at the now 
ongoing Nonproliferation 


Shiite agreement gives 
Iraq’s clerics greater say

BAGHDAD - An agreement 
to form an alliance between 
Iranian-backed Shiite blocs 
gives the final say on political 
disputes to Iraq’s top clerics, 
solidifying a role for the 
Shiite religious leadership 
in the country’s likely new 
government. 

The agreement, obtained 
by The Associated Press 
Wednesday, is likely to 
alienate Iraq’s other religious 
and ethnic sects from the 
potential new government 
— especially minority Sunnis 
already wary of the Shiite- 
dominated leadership. The 
U.S. has warned against 
excluding Sunnis for fear that 
sidelining the Sunni-backed 


election winner could enflame 
tensions. 

Several high-ranking Shiite 
officials confirmed to the AP 
the contents of the agreement, 
which lays out a list of 
conditions making possible 
the alliance between Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s 
State of Law coalition and 
the Iraqi National Alliance 
— until recently wary rivals 
for power. 

But it is the referee role given 
to the nation’s Shiite clergy, 
which holds enormous weight 
with the Shiite majority, that is 
the most contentious clause to 
Iraq’s other political groups. 
“The marjaiyah has the final 
say in solving all the disputes 
between the two sides and its 
directives and guidance are 


binding,” the agreement said, 
referring to the religious Shiite 
leadership based in the holy 
city of Najaf. 

The need to bring in the 
highest religious authorities of 
Iraq’s Shiites is a reflection of 
the deep distrust between the 
two rival blocs, but it would 
also give a government formed 
by the coalition an overtly 
religious character. 

Neighboring Iran, a Shiite 
theocracy where clerics have 
the final word on all matters 
of state, carries great influence 
with both groups and has long 
pushed for such an alliance. 
The provision only applies to 
the alliance, not officially to 
any new government. But if 
the Shiite alliance dominates 
the next government, clerics

Treaty conference, but at the 
next IAEA general conference 
in September. 

With divisions deep on Israel, 
Amano’s letter asking IAEA 
member states for input on the 
issue foreshadowed intense 
feuding at that September 
conference. 

“It would be helpful to me 
if Your Excellency could 
inform me of any views that 
your government might have 
with respect to meeting the 


objectives of the resolution,” 
according to his half-page 
letter. 

A senior diplomat from one of 
the IAEA member countries 
confirmed that his government 
had received the letter. He 
and an official from another 
IAEA delegation said that to 
their knowledge the agency 
was still awaiting responses. 
Both asked for anonymity 
because their information was 
confidential. □

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Three die in Athens riot over cutbacks, debt crisis

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
Rioting over harsh austerity 
measures left three people 
dead in a torched Athens bank 
and clouds of tear gas drifting 
past parliament, in an outburst 
of anger that underlined the 
long and difficult struggle 
Greece faces to stick with 
painful cutbacks that come 
with an international bailout. 
The deaths were the first 
during a protest in Greece in 
nearly 20 years. 

Fear that the bailout won’t stop 
the debt crisis from spreading 
to other financially troubled 
EU countries like Portugal 
and Spain intensified amid 
the violence Wednesday, as 
credit ratings agency Moody’s 
put Portugal on watch for a 
possible downgrade. 

The euro sank, dipping below 
$1.29 for the first time in 
over a year, on fears of crisis 
contagion and concerns that 
political upheaval might keep 
Greece from keeping its end 
of the bailout bargain. 

Greece faces a May 19 due 
date on debt it says it can’t 
repay without the help. The 
new government cutbacks, 
which slash salaries and 
pensions for civil servants 
and hike consumer taxes, are 
being imposed as condition of 
getting a €110 billion package 
of rescue loans from the 
International Monetary Fund 
and the other 15 European 
Union countries that use the 
euro as their currency. 

Many Greeks realize some 
cutbacks are necessary to 
pull their country, which 
has a massive debt of €300 
billion, back from the brink of 
default, and reaction until now 
had been relatively muted by 
Greece’s volatile standards. 
But with people beginning 
to feel the pain of austerity 
measures, anger boiled over. 
Although violent 

demonstrations are 

commonplace in Greece, 
they usually takes the form 
of set-piece clashes between 
anarchist youths and police 
and rarely lead to serious 
injuries. The deaths shocked 
public opinion and could 
affect future demonstrations. 


Economists say Greeks face 
years of living with less to 
even have a chance to avoid 
national bankruptcy. 

An estimated 100,000 people 
took to the streets during a 
nationwide general strike 
that grounded flights, shut 
all services and pulled news 
broadcasts off the air. 
Hundreds of demonstrators 
— including far right wing 
supporters—broke away from 
the marches and tried to storm 
parliament, shouting “thieves, 
traitors.” At the opposite end 
of the political spectrum, 
groups of anarchists hurled 
Molotov cocktails and ripped- 
up paving stones at buildings 
and police, who responded 
with barrages of tear gas. 
Three bank workers — a 
man and two women all aged 
between 32 and 36 — died 
of smoke inhalation after 
demonstrators torched their 
bank, trapping them. As their 
colleagues sobbed in the street, 
four others were rescued from 
a balcony. 

A senior fire department 
official said demonstrators 
prevented firefighters from 
reaching the burning building. 
“Several crucial minutes were 
lost,” the official said on 
conditionofanonymitypending 
an official announcement. “If 


we had intervened earlier, the 
loss of life could have been 
prevented.” 

Fifteen civilians and 29 police 
were injured in what Civil 
Protection Minister Michalis 
Chrisohoides called “a black 
day for democracy.” Twelve 
people were arrested in Athens 
and another two in the northern 
city of Thessaloniki, which 
also saw clashes between 
police and demonstrators. 

“I have difficulty in finding the 
words to express my distress 
and outrage,” President 
Karolos Papoulias said. “The 
big challenge we face is to 
maintain social cohesion and 
peace. Our country came to 
the brink of the abyss. It is 
our collective responsibility to 
ensure that we don’t step over 
the edge.” 

Prime Minister George 
Papandreou insisted that his 
Socialist government had no 
choice but to implement harsh 
austerity measures. 

“A demonstration is one thing 
and murder is quite another,” 
he said in Parliament during a 
session to discuss the spending 
cuts. Lawmakers held a minute 
of silence for the dead. 

“There was only one other 
solution — for the country to 
default, taking the citizenry 
with it. And that would not 


have affected the rich, it would 
have affected workers and 
pensioners,” Papandreou said. 
“That was a real possibility, 
however nightmarish.” 

In Brussels, EU officials 
desperately tried to calm 
market fears that Greece’s 
debt crisis was spreading, 
insisting it was a “unique 
case” combining profligacy 
and tampered accounts. 
EU President Herman Van 
Rompuy insisted the growing 
debt problems in Spain and 
Portugal had “absolutely 
nothing to do with the situation 
in Greece.” 

“Greece is a unique and 
particular case in the EU” 
because of its “precarious 
debt dynamics” and because it 
“has cheated with its statistics 
for years and years,” EU 
Commissioner Olli Rehn said. 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel urged lawmakers 
on Wednesday to speedily 
approve their country’s share 
of the loans to Greece. As 
Europe’s largest economy, 
Germany will provide €8.4 
billion ($10.8 billion) in 2010 
and up to €14 billion more 
over 2011 and 2012, according 
to the plan. 

“Nothing less than the future 
of Europe, and with that the 
future of Germany in Europe, 


is at stake,” Merkel told 
lawmakers. “We are at a fork 
in the road.” 

Merkel’s government had 
insisted that Greece agree 
to new austerity measures 
before Germany committed 
to financial assistance — a 
stance that drew criticism of 
foot-dragging. Merkel had 
appeared to want to delay 
action until after a local vote 
in Germany this Sunday, 
but ratings agency Standard 
and Poor downgraded Greek 
bonds to junk status last week, 
deepening the crisis. 

The shocks from Greece have 
shaken world markets and 
raised questions about whether 
the rally in stocks since they 
hit bottom in March 2009 can 
continue. 

David Joy, chief market 
strategist for Columbia 
Management, a U.S. manager 
of $341 billion in stocks, 
bonds, cash and other 
investments, warned against 
complacency over the U.S. 
economic recovery and said 
this week’s events in Greece 
and Europe “should serve as a 
reminder that the ramifications 
of the financial crisis are still 
being felt.” 

“Most of these lingering 
problems relate to the fact that 
excessive amounts of debt 
have been accumulated prior 
to the financial crisis. It’s 
going to take time for these to 
be worked through,” he said. 
The outcome is a flight to 
safety, in which the dollar 
rises and money leaves riskier 
and economically more 
sensitive assets such as stocks 
and commodities. 

Even with the bailout, some 
economists think Greece 
could eventually default on or 
restructure its debts because 
economic growth is expected 
to be poor over the next several 
years, hurting government 
revenue. Some also fear the 
austerity measures insisted 
upon by the EU and IMF could 
make prospects for growth 
even worse in the name of 
paying down debt. 

The new austerity measures 
are to be voted on in Parliament 
Thursday. The Socialists hold 
a comfortable majority and 
the bill is expected to pass.Q 
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Nigeria President Yar’Adua dies alter long Illness

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — 
Nigerian President Umaru 
Yar’Adua, long plagued by 
poor health, has died at age 
58, almost three months after 
his vice president assumed 
control of Africa’s most 
populous nation, Yar’Adua’s 
spokesman said. 

Yar’Adua died at 9 p.m. 
Wednesday at the Aso Rock 
presidential villa with his wife 
Turai at his side, presidential 
spokesman Olusegun Adeniyi 
told The Associated Press, his 
voice cracking with emotion. 
Adeniyi did not give a cause 
of death. 

A Muslim, Yar’Adua will be 
buried on Thursday, Adeniyi 
said. 

Yar’Adua took office in 
2007 in a country notorious 
for corruption and gained 
accolades for being the first 
leader to publicly declare his 
personal assets when taking 
office—settingup abenchmark 
for comparison later to see if 
he misappropriated funds. But 
enthusiasm for his presidency 
waned as time passed and he 
made no headway in fighting 
entrenched corruption. 

He had tried to peacefully end 
an insurgency in Nigeria’s oil- 
producing Niger Delta that 
had attacked the petroleum 
infrastructure, allowing 


Angola to overtake Nigeria 
as Africa’s no. 1 oil exporter. 
Those efforts frayed after 
Yar’Adua became gravely ill. 
Yar’Adua went to a Saudi 
Arabian hospital on Nov. 
24 to receive treatment for 
what officials described as 
a severe case of pericarditis, 
an inflammation of the sac 
surrounding the heart that can 
cause a fatal complication. 
He failed to formally transfer 
his powers to Vice President 
Goodluck Jonathan, sparking a 
constitutional crisis in Nigeria, 
Africa’s most populous nation 
with 150 million people. 
Jonathan assumed the 
presidency Feb. 9 after a vote 
by the National Assembly 
while Yar’Adua was still in 
Saudi Arabia. Lawmakers 
left open the possibility for 
Yar’Adua to regain power if 
he returned to the country in 
good health. He returned on 
Feb. 24 but never reappeared 
in public and did not assume 
power again. 

Charles Dokubo, an analyst 
at the Nigerian Institute of 
International Affairs, said 
Yar’Adua would leave a mixed 
legacy. 

Dokubo said many would 
remember how Yar’Adua 
never fulfilled his promises 
of increasing power supplies 
and fixing the nation’s shaky 
electoral system. 


Yar’Adua, a soft-spoken 
former chemistry professor, 
was propelled into Nigeria’s 
highest through flawed 
elections but it marked the 
first time a civilian won the 
presidency from another 
civilian in a nation once 
plagued by military coups. 

As president, Yar’Adua was 
also unable to stem religious 
violence that has long plagued 
Nigeria. 

The country is split between 
the Christian-dominated 
south and its Muslim north. 
The country’s “middle belt,” 
where dozens of ethnic groups 
vie for control of fertile lands, 
has become an epicenter of 
violence where more than 
500 have died since the 
beginning of the year in tit- 
for-tat massacres of Muslims 
and Christians. Politics, jobs 
and land often motivate the 
killings. 

Yar’Adua was committed 
to ending the violence in 
the oil-rich Niger Delta, 
where the Movement for the 
Emancipation of the Niger 
Delta had been attacking 
oil installations, kidnapping 
petroleum company employees 
and fighting government 
troops. MEND began its fight 
in January 2006 to protest the 
unrelenting poverty of people 
in the Niger Delta. 

The unrest had cut Nigeria’s oil 


production by about a million 
barrels a day. Yar’Adua started 
formal peace talks earlier this 
year with MEND and met 
with Henry Okah, the group’s 
longtime leader. The entreaties 
drew more than 8,000 militants 
into surrendering their arms as 
part of a government amnesty 
program. 

“The general amnesty I 
extended to all militants in 
the Niger Delta has led to 
the laying down of arms and 
a return of peace,” Yar’Adua 
said in October. But militants 
later resumed attacks, saying 
the government had failed to 
own up to its commitments 
under the amnesty like sharing 
the nation’s oil wealth with the 
delta. 

Bom into one of Nigeria’s 
best-known political families 
in northern Nigeria in 1951, 
Yar’Adua earlier worked as 
a chemistry professor at a 
university in his home state of 
Katsina. He became Katsina’s 
governor and later emerged as 
the consensus pick among the 
mling Peoples’ Democratic 
Party, mn by then-President 
Olusegun Obasanjo, a former 
military dictator. 

The 2007 presidential election 
was meant to end a cycle 
of military takeovers while 
cementing democratic rule with 
Nigeria’s first-ever peaceful 
transfer of power between

civilian mlers. International 
observers said the vote was 
rigged. Thugs stole ballot 
boxes and electoral officials 
thumb-printed stacks of voting 
cards with police looking on. 
However, Yar’Adua wasn’t 
widely considered to have 
arranged the stolen vote. 

“We acknowledge that our 
elections were not perfect and 
had lapses and shortcomings,” 
Yar’Adua said in his May 
29, 2007, inaugural address. 
“I also believe that out 
experiences represent an 
opportunity to leam from our 
mistakes. 
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Bret Michaels says hemorrhage felt like gunshot

LOS ANGELES - Poison frontman Bret 
Michaels thought a burglar shot him in the 
back of the head when he suffered a brain 
hemorrhage last month that left him in intensive 
care for nearly two weeks. 

The outspoken 47-year-old contestant on 
NBC’s “The Celebrity Apprentice” told People 
magazine that the subarachnoid hemorrhage 
“sounded like a handgun, like it literally 
popped.” 

“It made my mind go almost blank,” he said. 
“My neck tensed up. I couldn’t move my head 
at all.” 

Michaels said after he experienced the 
sensation, he began pacing his living room then 
asked his girlfriend, Kristi Gibson, to take him 
to the emergency room. 

“I knew I was slurring my words, and I was like 
‘OK, this isn’t a headache. There’s something 
really bad happening,”’ he said. 

Michaels recalled asking an emergency 
room doctor if he was going to die, and if he 
had a chance to survive, he didn’t want his 
two daughters, 9-year-old Raine Elizabeth 
and 5-year-old Jorja Bleu, “to see me in this 
condition.” 

Michaels was recovering from his April 
12 emergency appendectomy at the at his 
Scottsdale, Ariz., home he shares with Gibson 
and their two daughters when he felt the severe 
headache. 


He was admitted into a hospital April 22 
and was later diagnosed with a subarachnoid 
hemorrhage, which causes bleeding in the 
fluid-filled spaces around the base of the brain. 
Dr. Joseph Zabramski said at a Tuesday news 
conference that Michaels was expected to make 
a full recovery. 

Michaels will receive therapy and will 
probably continue to suffer from severe pain 
for another seven to 10 days as blood pooled 
under his brain dissolves, said Zabramski, 
chief of cerebrovascular surgery at the Barrow 
Neurological Institute at St. Joseph’s Hospital 
and Medical Center in Phoenix. 

“I’m a believer it’s a combination of will 
and good faith,” Michaels said. “Will — and 
good medical attention — and faith. It just 
wasn’t my time yet. I really believe that. If I 
had stayed on the couch for another hour, that 
probably would’ve done me in. In a weird way, 
God intervened: The appendicitis forced me to 
come home for a couple of days.” 

The magazine said Michaels moved to a 
physical therapy rehabilitation facility on April 
30. 

Michaels, one of the five stars remaining on 
the business-themed reality TV show “The 
Celebrity Apprentice,” said he plans to make a 
“positive bucket list” and wants to “continue to 
rock the world, and I want to continue to love 
my family and be a good father.”□ 


Review: Iron Man 2’ doesn’t soar quite so high

Lots of things get blown up 
and tom apart in “Iron Man 2,” 
as you would expect from any 
self-respecting blockbuster 
kicking off the summer movie 
season. 

The magnitude of destmction 
far exceeds that of its 
predecessor — from rows of 
cars to armies of drones to 
Tony Stark’s cliff-top Shangri- 
La — and includes repeated 
instances of characters walking 
away from a massive fireball 
without looking back. ‘Cause 
looking back is for wimps. 

But that’s not all that gets 
obliterated here. The substance 
of the original “Iron Man,” the 
brain and the soul that set it 
apart from the typical seasonal 
fare and made it one of the best 
films of 2008, also have been 
blown to bits. 

Tony Stark had purpose 
back then, and despite the 
outlandish fantasy of his 
Marvel Comics-inspired story, 
as a person he had a believable 
arc. Crafting the high-tech 
suit and transforming himself 
into a superhero gave this 
selfish industrialist and self¬ 


destructive playboy a sense 
of drive, a reason for being 
beyond just his whims and 
indulgences. 

Here, he’s purely arrogant once 
more, with some glimmers of 
mortality and daddy issues. 
And Robert Downey Jr., so 
irresistibly verbal and quick 
on his feet in the first film 
(and in pretty much every film 
he’s ever made), seems to be 
on autopilot. Sure, he’s got a 
way with a one-liner, and his 
comic timing is indisputable, 
but he’s done this song-and- 
dance routine before and 
seems rather bored with it. 
Then again the character 

— and the sequel itself 

— are less defined this time. 
Narratively, “Iron Man 2” is 
a mess. Director Jon Favreau, 
working from a script by Justin 
Theroux, throws in too many 
subplots, too many characters 

— and what a waste of that 
cast, actors who can really 
act like Mickey Rourke, Sam 
Rockwell, Don Cheadle and 
Samuel L. Jackson in an eye 
patch as Nick Fury, offering a 
bit of foreshadowing to “The 
Avengers” film. (For more 
Marvel movie geekery, stick 


around until the end of the 
credits.) 

As we recall from the last line 
of the first film, the whole 
world knows that Stark is 
indeed Iron Man. Now the 
government (led by Garry 
Shandling as a sniveling 
senator) wants him to turn 
over the suit for the military’s 
benefit, and his best friend, Lt. 
Col. James “Rhodey” Rhodes 
(Cheadle in place of Terrence 
Howard) can only do so much 
to protect him. 

Meantime, there’s a new foe 
in the form of Russian bad guy 
Ivan Vanko (Rourke, buried 
beneath tattoos and a Boris- 
and-Natasha accent), who’s 
built a suit of his own in his 
dank Siberian abode, complete 
with electrified tentacles; 
sadly, he and fellow acting 
heavyweight Downey spend 
most of their screen time apart. 
In no time, Stark’s rival, Justin 
Hammer (Rockwell, turning 
on the smarm) snaps up Vanko 
and asks him to build an army 
of Iron Men for himself. 

Then there’s the battle Stark 
is waging internally, as he 
reflects on his own weakening 
body and the memories of a 


scientist father (John Slattery, 
glimpsed in old movies) who 
didn’t love him enough. And 
speaking of love, “Iron Man 
2” also tries to find time for 
the blossoming relationship 
between Stark and his right- 
hand woman, Pepper Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow), while 
dangling the possibility of a 
dalliance with a mysterious 
new assistant (Scarlett 
Johansson). 

So yeah, there’s a lot going on 
here. The enemy — the focal 
point of the whole movie, 
for that matter — remains 
murky, making you realize 
about halfway through that 


it’s unclear exactly what “Iron 
Man 2” is supposed to be 
about. 

Favreau seemed to handle all 
the expensive toys effortlessly 
the first time, an exciting 
discovery given his previous 
work on smaller films like 
“Made” and “Elf.” The 
strain shows now in a lack 
of momentum and a reliance 
on generically bombastic 
action sequences. (The 
final showdown looks like 
several blips of light, chasing 
each other around the skies 
above New York’s Flushing 
Meadows. )□ 
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Government debt explosion 
hits turning point

WASHINGTON - The government’s explosive borrowing 
has hit a turning point: It’s expected to drop 18 percent this 
year after last year’s record high. 

The brighter picture is due to higher tax revenue and less 
government spending as the economy has improved. 

The Obama administration still expects this year’s deficit to 
set another high: $1.56 trillion. Even if, as expected, that 
number declines a bit when the administration issues a 
revised estimate this summer, it isn’t likely to drop below 
$1.4 trillion. That would match last year’s all-time record. 
The stronger economy is boosting federal tax revenue 
and lowering emergency spending needed to stabilize the 
financial system and invigorate the recovery. As a result, the 
Treasury Department has trimmed its estimated borrowing 
needs for this budget year to $1,459 trillion. That’s down 
18.3 percent from last year’s record $1,786 trillion. 

Because of the drop, Treasury said Wednesday it’s reducing 
its borrowing amount at its quarterly auction to $78 billion in 
a series of three debt auctions next week. That’s down from 
a record $81 billion at the last quarterly action in February. 
It marks the first decline in the amount the government plans 
to borrow at a quarterly auction since May 2007. Many 
economists view it as a watershed event, indicating that the 
high point for Treasury’s debt demands had passed. 

“The government still needs boatloads of money, but at least 
borrowing has peaked,” said Mark Zandi, chief economist at 
Moody’s Analytics. “The better economy is helping to slow 
the growth in spending, and the improvement in the financial 
system means that banks are now paying back the money 
they received last year.” 

The deficit, along with the nation’s $14.3 trillion debt 
ceiling, have become political challenges for the Obama 
administration and lawmakers on Capitol Hill. Public outcry 
over both nearly sank the health care overhaul. Lawmakers 
have been under pressure to show more fiscal responsibility 
with every legislation under consideration. 

A presidentially appointed deficit commission is scheduled 
to report by year’s end on what spending cuts or higher taxes, 
or both, are needed to control future deficits. In addition, 
lawmakers have adopted rules requiring new non-emergency 
spending to be offset by tax increases or spending cuts. 

A reduction in borrowing could help ease some concerns. 
But it hardly signals an end to the problems. 

The deficit soared to $1.4 trillion last year. Private analysts say 
it will be around that level this year, too. The administration 
expects the deficit for 2011 to decline only slightly to $ 1.227 
trillion. In fact, the administration doesn’t see the budget 
deficit falling below $706 billion for any year over the 
next decade. That means the government would pile up an 
additional $8.5 trillion in debt over that time that would have 
to be financed. 

The administration has stressed it recognizes the need to 
reduce future deficits and is committed to reducing the 
deficit, as a percentage of the economy, to 3 percent over 
the next five years. That would be down from 10 percent of 
GDP this year.Q 


Stocks extend decline on 
European debt worries

NEW YORK - The stock 
market extended its slide 
Wednesday after investors 
couldn’t shake their concerns 
about European countries’ big 
debt loads. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average ended with a loss of 
60 points to put its two-day 
drop at 285 points. The Dow 
halved its loss by the close but 
finished off its highs. 

Treasury prices rose and 
pushed down interest rates in 
the bond market for a second 
day. 

A drop in the euro and a rise 
in the dollar continued to ram 
markets around the world. 
The stronger dollar hurts U.S. 
stocks by cutting into profits 
of U.S. companies that do 
business abroad. A higher 
dollar also hurts commodity 
prices by reducing demand 
from foreign buyers. 

Investors are concerned that a 
$144 billion aid package for 
Greece won’t be adequate to 
keep debt problems in Europe 
from spreading. There were 
also questions about whether 
the bailout would amount to 
more than a short-term fix for 
Greece, which has the smallest 
economy in the European 
Union. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel on Wednesday 
encouraged lawmakers in 
Berlin to rush the approval of 
Germany’s $29.3 billion share 
of the Greek rescue program 
by Friday. Analysts say delays 
could bring more upheaval to 
global markets. 

Investors fear that if a 
tourniquet for Greece’s 
financial problems doesn’t 
hold, it would be harder to 
help larger countries like 
Spain and Portugal that also 
face big deficits. Moody’s 


Investors Service warned 
on Wednesday that it could 
cut Portugal’s credit rating 
two notches in the next three 
months. 

Adam Gould, senior portfolio 
manager at Direxion Funds 
in New York, said the lack of 
clarity about what will happen 
in Europe is keeping investors 
from wanting to buy dips in 
the market the way they have 
for most of the market’s 14- 
month recovery. 

“This is really a story that has 
the market spooked,” he said. 
“First it was Greece. Now it’s 
Spain and Portugal.” 

Fixing Greece’s financial 
problems won’t be easy. 
Riots erupted in Athens on 
Wednesday over tax hikes and 
government spending cuts that 
the International Monetary 
Fund and other European 
nations are requiring as part of 
the bailout. Tens of thousands 
of people took to the streets 
and three people were killed 
in the protests. 

The problems of heavy 
government debts are a big test 
for the euro. Sixteen countries 
use the common currency. The 
euro fell against the dollar, 
hitting its lowest level in 14 
months in morning trading. 


Swings in global stock 
markets have intensified in 
the past week. Wednesday 
was the sixth time in seven 
days the Dow moved by more 
than 100 points. Investors 
have questions about Greece 
but they’re also awaiting the 
government’s April jobs report 
on Friday and monitoring 
Washington’s overhaul of the 
rules that govern financial 
companies. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow fell 
59.94, or 0.6 percent, to 
10,866.83. It had been up as 
much as 20 points and down 
nearly 112 points. 

The Dow is down 2.6 percent 
in two days, its steepest back- 
to-back drop in three months. 
The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 9.42, or 
0.8 percent, to 1,164.18, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 24.14, or 1 percent, to 
2,400.11. 

Bond prices rose. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note fell to 3.56 
percent from 3.60 percent late 
Tuesday. 

Gold rose. Crude oil fell 
$2.77 to $79.97 per barrel 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. □

— The Los Angeles Lakers 
methodically pounded the ball 
inside for a no-nonsense 111- 
103 victory over the Utah Jazz 
on Tuesday, taking a 2-0 lead 
in their NBA second-round 
playoff series.

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Government ready to institute 

Independent body to ensure quality medical service on Aruba 


ORANJESTAD—Treatment and care of 
patients in the Aruba hospital need to improve, 
according to Minister of Public Health Dr. 
Richard Visser. 

Any renovation and expansion of the hospital 
facilities need to be geared with that objective 
in mind. In order to ensure quality service, the 
Department of Inspection also needs to expand 
its services to keep an eye on how patients are 
treated in the hospital here. 

So far, the Director of Public Health always 
served as the Inspector of Medicine, and has the 
additional task to oversee the quality of medical 
service overall. The Aruban government 
considered that it is time to separate the two 
functions and is in the process of creating a 
new inspection service, to guarantee quality in 
medical care in Aruba. 

The Netherlands and the Netherlands Antilles 
have already similar inspections in place, and 
contacts with the two countries will facilitate 
the set up of an agency here to have a much 


better control on how general practitioners, 
specialists and the hospital among others are 
providing medical care to patients in Aruba. 
The discussion on quality care is not new. For 
years people in Aruba have been complaining 
about the issue, particularly at the sole hospital 
in Aruba. In addition, people also criticize 
the fact, that much equipment necessary for 
diagnosis for instance are constantly out of 
order. Minister Visser acknowledged that 
this is a perception, but that the reality is not 
as alarming. The hospital many times has 
replacement parts in house, but somehow proper 
coordination of tasks hampers the processes. 
The lack of an overview on what is working or 
not, is also because of the absence of a proper 
entity to supervise not only the people care 
but also to ensure the technical strength of the 
medical service in general. An independent 
inspection therefore can provide the necessary 
guidance to the Aruba hospital to be better 
prepared for challenges ahead.□

HUMAN HINTS 


Personal Information Distortion 


In human interaction, it is 
important to understand 
that there is a fundamental 
distortion in the transfer of 
all information, especially 
between people. We each 
understand ourselves, and 
we assume that our personal 
understanding is identical 
for others. We assume that 
information is the same, 
but there is no such thing 
as perfect information. 
Distortion occurs because 


we each have a personal 
filter for interpretation, 
which is built from our 
experiences, emotions and 
reactions. We each interpret 
information in our own way, 
based on these personal 
attributes. 

All of our experiences and 
the information we gather is 
filtered through ourpersonal 
individuality, which is one 
of the reasons that human 


interaction is interesting 
and dynamic. However, 
when we expect others to 
understand something the 
same way we understand it, 
confusion and conflict often 
result. 

Information is distorded 
to match the personal 
foundation for recognition 
which we have each created 
for ourselves throughout 
our lives. As adults, we 
must recognize what we 
encounter, in order to be 
able to associate with it. 

Everyone will interpret 
the ‘same’ information 
differently. Effective 

communication focuses on 
the fine details of the end 
result. Make the details of 
the goal as clear as possible, 
and provide general 
guidelines about the process 
of getting there. Stress the 
order in which the steps 
must be done and highlight 
the important points in the 
process, then remember that 
the goal won’t be reached by 
the exact path that you have 
in mind. Remember that the 
goal is the important part, 
so if the end result meets 
the expectations that you 


communicated, the path to 
the goal is less important. 
With that said, experience 
teaches us to follow an 
efficient path, and it can be 
frustrating to watch others 
struggle needlessly. 

When we understand that 
information is distorted 
for each individual person, 
we can have compassion 
for others because we get 
a better understanding of 
their motivations. When a 
woman wants to go to the 
symphony with her husband, 
she interprets it as romantic 
time together. When 
the husband thinks of a 
symphony, he looks forward 
to the quiet time to get some 
sleep. Understanding a 
person’s motivations, might 
give you an understanding 
of how they might interpret 
information. 

Our own information 
filters are ingrained and 
unconscious to us, and it is 
very hard to become aware 
of them. It is not important to 
understand someone else’s 
filter, but it helps to know 
that we each understand 
information differently.

The importance of the Certificate of 
Attendance in Technical IT Training 


ORANJESTAD - As far 
as Technical IT Training 
concerns, I see more and more 
IT Professionals who focus on 
obtaining an IT Certification, 
without attending a course 
and without really having the 
necessary skills training. 

Since 1995 I provide Technical 
IT Training regularly, which 
allows for an international 
certification. Back than official 
certification was less important 
than as it is now. As a Technical 
IT Trainer it was important to 
provide quality courses and 
afterwards you got feedback 
from the evaluations of the 
trainees. 

Later on official certifications 
were required by more and 
more companies like Cisco, 
CompTIA, IBM, Microsoft, 
Novell, etc. Certifications were 
becoming ever more important 
in jobs and Authorized Training 
Institutes and their training 
partners were increasingly 
requiring certification of 
trainers. 

The students, but also the 
trainers and the Training 
Centers had to be certified and 
had to take official international 
certification exams. So in 
addition to a “Certificate of 
Attendance”, there was more 
and more demand for official 
international certifications. 
Sincelprovidemostly Microsoft 
Certification Courses, I had to 
obtain a Microsoft Certified 
Trainer Certification. 

At Microsoft, they call an official 
international certification a 
“Certificate of Excellence”. 
A “Certificate of Excellence” 
can be achieved through an 
examination conducted by an 
“Authorized Exam Provider” 
like Prometric or Pearson VUE. 
Many IT Professionals prepare 
for official international exams 
by using Exam Trainings or 
examination courses, which 
can be obtained on the Internet 
from companies such as 



Test King, Transcender, etc. 
These examination courses 
represent a high percentage of 
the real exam questions and 
answers. So technically, if 
you study sufficiently on these 
examination courses you will 
likely have a very high chance 
of success. 

By studying these online 
examination courses IT 
Professionals will obtain some 
theoretic knowledge of the 
software product, but it gives 
no application skills. You can 
however obtain the necessary 
skills in a formal Instructor 
led certification course since 
you will get approximately 
50% lecture and 50% tutorial. 
Because of these developments, 
I believe that the “Certificate of 
Excellence” is of little value 
without a corresponding official 
Certificate of Attendance. 
At Microsoft, they call this a 
“Certificate of Achievement”. 
This practice should be more 
familiar with Human Resources 
Staff who are responsible for 
the training file within their 


organizations. So when the 
Human Resources Staff accept 
“Certificates of Excellence” 
without “Certificates of 
Attendance / Achievement”, 
in my opinion, you will get 
“IT surgeons” within your 
organization, who have never 
made a real “IT surgery”. Also 
if you are planning to hire 


IT professionals from an IT 
company for a longer period 
of time, it would make sense 
to ask for their “Certificates of 
Attendance / Achievement” too. 
You can verify these certificates 
at the Training Center where 
they were obtained. You can 
also ask a recognized Training 
Center for advice on which 


“Certificates of Attendance 
/ Achievement” an IT 
professional would need to have 
to work with your organization 
to perform adequately enough. 
Do you want to make your IT 
infrastructure with your vital 
business information to serve 
as a guinea pig by theoretical 
certified “IT surgeons”?Q

FDA finds grime at l&l plant, urges use of generics

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - U.S. inspectors found thick dust 
and contaminated ingredients at the Johnson & Johnson plant 
that produces Children’s Tylenol and dozens of other products 
that were recalled last week. 

A Food and Drug Administration report released on Tuesday 
said its inspectors found thick dust and grime covering certain 
equipment, a hole in the ceiling and duct tape-covered pipes 
at the Fort Washington, Pennsylvania, facility that made 40 
products recalled last Friday. 

Inspectors also found raw ingredients contaminated by an 
unspecified bacteria, a lack of quality control procedures and 
poor handling of complaints, according to the report dated April 
30. 

The findings were a further blow to J&J’s reputation, as the 
FDA later on Tuesday urged parents to choose private label 
alternatives for the over-the-counter medications and said it was 
weighing possible further regulatory action. 

“Consumers should not use these products,” Deborah Autor, 
director of the Office of Compliance at FDA’s Center for 
Drug Evaluation and Research told reporters in a conference 
call, even though the chance of getting sick from the recalled 
products was “remote.” 

There were 46 consumer complaints about dark material in the 
liquid products between June 2009 and April 2010, according 
to the FDA report. 

J&J, which has issued four major product recalls in the last 
year, said on Tuesday that the quality problems at the plant “are 
unacceptable to us” and that it would continue to work closely 
with the FDA to fix them. 

The company has suspended production at the plant. 

“We will not restart operations until we have taken the necessary 
corrective actions and can assure the quality of products 
made there,” said a statement from J&J’s McNeil Consumer 
Healthcare unit. 

On Saturday, the FDA urged consumers to stop using liquid 
Tylenol, Motrin, Benadryl and Zyrtec for children and infants 
after a broad recall late on Friday. 

Investors have largely shrugged off the recall as a minor financial 
concern for J&J, maker of a wide variety of devices, medicines

and other consumer products. While the Tylenol brand is closely 
connected with its public image, it amounts to a tiny fraction of 
nearly $62 billion in annual sales. 

“The latest recalls of children’s Tylenol probably means there’s 
just less upside to J&J’s earnings estimates,” said RBC Capital 
Markets analyst Glenn Novarro. “They can manage the expense 
side to make up for this. J&J just doesn’t miss numbers.” 

But officials at the FDA, which has vowed closer industry 
oversight under the Obama administration, said the recall served 
as an example of companies’ responsibility to ensure the quality 
of the products they make. 

“While the potential for serious health problems is remote, 
Americans deserve medications that meet FDA standards for 
quality, safety and efficacy,” FDA Commissioner Margaret 
Hamburg told reporters. 

The FDA’s report said inspectors found raw material used to 
manufacture several lots of Children’s and Infant’s Tylenol 
was contaminated with bacteria, but none of the finished drug 
product sampled tested positive. 

Agency inspectors will complete a more detailed, narrative 
report for FDA officials to evaluate and determine if further 
action is needed, the FDA’s Autor said. That could include 
sending a warning letter, seizing products, seeking a court order 
to halt manufacturing or pursuing criminal penalties. 

J&J survived a massive recall of intentionally contaminated 
Tylenol products in the 1980s and its handling of the matter 
is widely studies as as a model business and public relations 
case. 

Branding expert Robert Passikoff said so far the company has 
done everything right in handling the latest recall. 

“There’s no way to excuse it and J&J isn’t. What they’re looking 
to do is fix whatever the problems are,” said Passikoff, head of 
Brand Keys Inc. Customers are loyal to the Tylenol brand “and 
that goes a long way.” 

J&J shares closed down 1 percent at $64.70 on Tuesday, 
underperforming the 0.6 percent decline in the pharmaceutical 
sector as measured by the Area Pharmaceutical Index. The stock 
is up 23 percent since hitting a low of $52.60 a year ago.

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Both Parties Win Primary Night 


Except For N.C., 

Kyle Trygstad & Mike Memoli 
North Carolina Secretary of State Elaine Marshall 
finished short of winning the 40 percent necessary 
to take the Democratic nomination and the right to 
challenge Republican Sen. Richard Burr. The result 
was the one aberration in an otherwise good night 
for the two national parties, which got their favored 
candidates in the other two states holding contested 
Senate primaries on Tuesday. 

In Ohio, Lt. Gov. Lee Fisher defeated Secretary of 
State Jennifer Brunner in the Democratic primary 
and will face former Rep. Rob Portman in the general 
election. In Indiana, former Sen. Dan Coats won a 
competitive Republican primary and will likely take 
on Rep. Brad Ellsworth, whom Democratic leaders 
in the state are expected to select as their nominee 
next month. The Ohio and Indiana seats are open 
following the retirements of Sens. George Voinovich 
(R-Ohio) and Evan Bayh (D-Ind.). 

In North Carolina, Marshall received 36 percent, 
followed by Cal Cunningham with 27 percent and 
Ken Lewis with 17 percent. As the top two finishers, 
Marshall and Cunningham will face each other again 
in a June 22 runoff, a costly addition for Democrats 
who would rather turn their attention toward Burr. 
The Marshall campaign has already requested that 
Cunningham drop out of the race in deference to 
Marshall winning a plurality of the votes. 

“Secretary Marshall won this race by a decisive 
margin. It would be best if Democrats in North 
Carolina could unite around her nomination to defeat 
Richard Burr,” Thomas Mills, a Marshall consultant, 
told RealClearPolitics. “It’s time for Cal Cunningham 
to join with Secretary Marshall to defeat Senator 
Burr in November.” 

Marshall received a boost from early votes, taking 42 
percent of absentee ballots compared with less than 
18 percent for Cunningham. Lewis actually received 
more absentee votes than Cunningham, taking 22 
percent. 

Keeping Marshall under the 40 percent mark was 
the fact that the other three candidates in the race 

— Marcus Williams, Ann Worthy and Susan Harris 

— took larger-than-expected portions of the overall 
vote, combining to win about 19%. 

Cunningham finished second despite help from 
the national party, which heavily recruited him to 


the race after several other Democrats — Attorney 
General Roy Cooper, and Reps. Heath Shuler and 
Bob Etheridge — opted against running. A phone call 
from President Obama helped nudge him into the 
race in early December. 

However, fundraising and momentum never took 
off. Despite running TV ads weeks before Marshall, 
a Public Policy Polling survey taken just before the 
primary indicated the ads hadn’t penetrated. The poll 
found little difference between the two when voters 
were asked who they’d heard more about during the 
campaign; and nearly the same number of people 
said they’d seen a TV ad for Marshall as did for 
Cunningham. 

Also, nearly half of likely voters still weren’t sure two 
days before the primary whether they had a favorable 
or unfavorable impression of Cunningham; 39% said 
the same about Marshall. 

Cunningham is young (36), highly educated, has a 
political background (former one-term state senator) 
and is an Iraq war veteran — all attributes that led the 
national party to back him over his opponents. 
Marshall, meanwhile, has four successful statewide 
elections under her belt (all for secretary of state), 
though she finished a distant third in the 2002 
Democratic Senate primary. She was endorsed by 
the Charlotte Observer, the state’s largest newspaper, 
and led in every public poll since February. 
Defeating Burr in November will be a whole other 
animal for Marshall or Cunningham. The first-term 
senator is not considered as vulnerable as many 
assumed he was a year ago. For one, the national 
mood has turned against Democrats, and that could 
play out in a swing state like North Carolina. 

Getting African Americans to the polls will be 
essential for Democrats. That voting bloc made 
up 23% of the 2008 electorate and 95% voted for 
Barack Obama, giving Democrats their first win in 
the state since 1976. 

The PPP poll taken earlier this week found Marshall 
leading a hypothetical runoff against Cunningham 
by a 43-32 percent margin, with a quarter of voters 
undecided. 

As for the open seat races in Ohio and Indiana, both 
parties see a path to victory based on the strength of 
their candidates and the national mood. 

In Indiana, former Sen. Dan Coats took the first step 


in his political comeback by fending off the challenge 
of state Sen. Marlin Stutzman - supported by some in 
the tea party movement and Sen. Jim DeMint - and 
former Rep. John Hostettler. He received less than 
40 percent of the vote — hardly a show of strength 
— but with no runoff Coats is the nominee. 

National Republican Senatorial Commitee Chairman 
John Comyn called Indiana “one of the strongest 
pick-up opportunities for Republicans.” Democrats 
say the GOP establishment made a puzzling choice 
pushing Coats given the anti-establishment mood of 
the country. 

“In Dan Coats, national Republicans got who they 
wanted, and who they got is an establishment 
Republican steeped in the culture of Washington; a 
super-lobbyist beholden to special interests for his 
fortune,” DNC spokesman Hari Sevugan said. 

But Coats came out swinging in his victory speech, 
making it clear that while Indiana may have swung 
blue for President Obama in 2008, the mood of 
Hoosier voters is in a far different place. 

“In light of the damage that President Obama’s 
policies have already done to the United States of 
America, as Hoosiers we cannot afford to be any part 
of this at all,” he said. “And we absolutely cannot 
afford to elect someone to the United States Senate 
who will enable this radical move to the left.” 

He also referred to Ellsworth’s vote for the health 
care reform law and said that “anyone who has voted 
to reappoint Nancy Pelosi as Speaker of the House 
cannot be trusted to protect Indiana’s interest.” 

In Ohio, the national party breathed a sigh of relief 
as the establishment-backed Fisher posted a 55-44 
percent win over Brunner. 

Brunner struggled to raise money and had to 
constantly reject calls for her to quit the race, and 
yet polls showed her running even with Fisher and 
performing better against the Republican nominee, 
Rob Portman, in November. That changed in the 
final weeks as Fisher’s money advantage kicked in. 
In Portman, Democrats see the baggage of a former 
Congressman and Bush budget director. “Ohio can’t 
afford to allow self-proclaimed ‘Washington insider’ 
Rob Portman to bring back his job-killing economic 
and trade policies that helped pave the way for the 
global recession,” state Democratic Party chair Chris 
Redfem said after the vote. □ 
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Candidato presidencial Mockus

Santos, se comprometio a dar 
continuidad a las principales 
politicas del presidente Alvaro 
Uribe, si gana las elecciones, 
incluido el tema de seguridad 
y lucha contra la guerrilla.

retirado que dice encabezar 
una “revolucion socialista” a 
favor de los pobres. 

Pero en una entrevista 

dentro del Foro de Reuters 
sobre Inversion en America 
Latina, Mockus replied: “No, 
tajantemente no. Es un tema 
de competencia de ideas y de 
competencia practica”. 

“Si dentro de cuatro anos 


Colombia esta mucho mejor 
que Venezuela, no hay mejor 
argumento para parar la 
exportacion eventual, pero 
ha habido algo de histeria”, 
explico al ser consultado sobre 
si permitiria la influencia de 
la revolucion chavista en la 
nacion cafetera sudamericana. 
No obstante, tranquilamente 
sentado en la biblioteca de 
su casa, agrego: “Yo creo 
que a pesar de las razones 
que puedan existir para ser 
pesimista, uno debe jugar 
la carta de cooperacion, de 
confianza y luego va viendo.

Noriega apela su detention 
ante una corte francesa 

PARIS (AP) - Una audiencia judicial escuchara la apelacion del 
ex dictador panameno Manuel Noriega para que sea liberado de 
prision preventiva, informaron abogados y un juez el miercoles. 
Noriega, de 72 anos, esta preso en la carcel parisina de La Sante 
desde el 27 de abril, tras su extradicion desde Estados Unidos 
para responder a cargos de lavado de dinero proveniente del 
narcotrafico. 

Las autoridades francesas acusan a Noriega de lavar unos tres 
millones de dolares mediante la compra de apartamentos lujosos 
en Paris. En caso de ser hallado culpable podria ser condenado 
a 10 anos de prision. 

Los abogados de Noriega y un juez frances, quien hablo bajo la 
condicion de anonimato, dijeron que la audiencia se realizara el 
viemes. Los abogados y el juez tambien dijeron que el juicio se 
realizara el 28, 29 y 30 de junio proximos. 

Francia se niega a considerar a Noriega un prisionero de guerra 
como lo era en Estados Unidos. Q 


El Gobierno y los demas 
candidatos, incluido Mockus, 
rechazaron la intervencion 
de Chavez en el proceso 
electoral. 

Mockus, un matematico y 
filosofo de origen lituano, 
prometio combatir los 
problemas de corrupcion 
para impulsar la inversion 
extranjera en Colombia, 
cuya meta de crecimiento 
economico cree deberia ser de 
al menos un 4 por ciento anual.

“Si Colombia no corrige sus 
fenomenos de corrupcion, o no 
tendra inversion, o se vendran 
los capitales mas habituados 
a practicas indebidas, no 
queremos eso, queremos lo 
primero”, explico al insistir 
en que buscara combatir la 
evasion de impuestos en toda 
la sociedad con campanas

Presidente boliviano rechaza revision 
salarial pese a protestas 


LA PAZ (Reuters) - El presidente de 
Bolivia, Evo Morales, rechazo el miercoles 
la posibilidad de modificar la austera 
politica salarial que provoco el dia anterior 
la primera huelga nacional en sus poco mas 
de cuatro anos de Gobiemo. 

El mandatario indigena y lider de los 
sindicatos de productores de coca pidio 
“racionalidad” a la cupula sindical que 
organizo la protesta -que tuvo escaso 
impacto laboral pero derivo en incidentes 
de violencia- en demanda de un aumento 
salarial mayor al cinco por ciento decretado 
por el Gobiemo. 

Morales sugirio que la huelga pudo ser 
alentada por una “infiltracion de la derecha” 
en las organizaciones que conforman la 
Central Obrera Boliviana (COB), organismo 
que habia apoyado casi incondicionalmente 
las medidas previas del Gobiemo socialista, 
en particular la “nacionalizacion” de la 


economia. 

“El Presidente jamas va a tomar medidas 
en contra de los trabajadores, pero tambien 
tiene que haber racionalidad de los 
trabajadores, con la Patria”, dijo Morales en 
conferencia de prensa, evitando comentar 
sobre sus futuras relaciones con la ahora 
discola COB. 

La declaration presidencial se produjo 
mientras sindicatos de trabajadores fabriles 
y de maestros anunciaban que continuaran 
sus protestas por mejores salarios, 
incluidos huelgas de hambre y bloqueos de 
carreteras. 

Morales dijo tener “etica y moral” para 
defender el aumento salarial, que ubico 
el salario minimo en 679 bolivianos 
mensuales, unos 96 dolares, recordando 
que desde el 2006 mantiene congelado su 
propio salario, asi como los de los ministros 
y legisladores.Q 
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
